IN BIAN RESEnirÁTÍOIiS. 
The Black Hills excitement has 
broaght oiit all sorts of theories relative 
to the status of the lands embraced 
within, the limits of that much coveted 
region, and there have been many false 
speculations as to how stands the' title 
between the United States, party of the 
ñrst part, and the various tribes o 
Indians, parties of the second part. 
From the recent ^^Computation of all 
the treaties between the United States 
and the Indian tribes now in force as 
laws,’’ by authority of Congress, this 
matter is easily determined. 
By 
treaty concluded April 29th, 1868; rati- 
tication advised Feb. 16th, and pro 
elaimed Feb. 34th, 1869,often alluded to 
as the Sherman-Sioux treaty, it was 
agreed that the following described dis­ 
trict of country be set apart for the 
absolute and undisturbed use and occu 
pation of the Indiana, viz.: Commenc­ 
ing on the East bank of the Missouri 
River where the forty-sixth parallel of 
north latitude crosses the same; thence 
along low water mark down said east 
bank to a point opposite where the 
nerthern.line of the State of Nebraska 
strikes the river; thence west across 
said river and along the northern line 
of Nebraska to the one hundred and 
fourth degree of longitude west from 
Greenwich; thence north on said meri 
dian toa point wherj the forty-sixth 
parallel of north latitude intercepts the 
same; thence due east along said paral­ 
lel to the place of beginning.-’ 
The 
proclamation .of the President dated 
Jan. 11th, 1875, extended the reserva­ 
tion on the east side of the Missouri 
River to the ninety-ninth meridian, as 
has been heretofore explained. The 
original treaty also embraced all exist­ 
ing reservations on the east bank of 
said river. 
In the numerous details and provis­ 
ions of this treaty,which is undoubtedly 
the. same one referred to by Charles 
Collins, of Sioux City, in his letter to
